“IT can only say that we are getting 
more wires to working and every new 
wire means greater facility for taking 
care of all the business. Don’t ask me, 
please, about the effect of another sud- 
den cold wave. We are bending all our 
efforts to repair the damage that has 
already been done and we don’t want to 
borrow trouble at present. Of course 
a cold wave under the existing condi 
tions may prove serious, but I am hop- 
ing for the best and if more damage 
comes, why, we'll just keep right on do- 
ing everything possible to repair it. I 
hope it won’t come, and, if it doesn’t, 
why we will be able to start at work 
making permanent repairs in a day or 
two. 

“In the making of repairs, we have 
been using very heavy cables, and one 
great advantage on this account will be 
that even if the wires go to the ground 
again, we will be ablle to keep on us- 
ing the wire.”

Kansag City, Mo., February’ 12.—Re- 
ports tonight from Missouri, Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, the Dakotas, 
northern Texas, Indian Territory, Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma say that unusually 
cold weather prevails. 

In Omaha the thermometer registered 
16 degrees below zero at 9 o'clock to- 
night. High winds prevail in many lo- 
calities, drifting the snow badly and 
delaying railroad traffic in all direc- 
tions. 

From Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
word comes that the temperature today 
was 5 degrees below zero in several 
places, and ranged at zero all day. . From 
all parts of the two territories come ac- 
counts of suffering and death as the re- 
sult of the sudden norther, which began 
yesterday: ; 

The territories are covered with a coat 
of snow and ice, ranging from 3 to 8 
inches, and this will serve as a protec- 
tion to the wheat and fruit crops, but the 
lick stock, and, in some instances, the 
people of the territories, are suffering 
severely. 

Cattlemen say that range stock will 
suffer the greatest loss in years. Great 
anxiety is felt for the Indian tribes, who 
are in no condition to withstand the 
storm. 

In northern Texas the worst blizzarq in 
ten years with the thermometer at zero 
and below prevails. Coming so soon after 
the recent blizzard, when snow Iny on the 
ground for ten days, this severe weather 
will inflict hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in losses on-cattlemen. 

In Fergus Falls, Minn., the United 
States government thermometer register- 
ed 38 degrees below zero today. 


KOSSUTH TALKS 
WITH EMPEROR 


S eueetineeeee eee 


Veclares Hungary Most Loyal 
lo Hapsburgs, 


Independence Party Will Make 
Hungary Mainstay of Dynasty 
if a Complete Separa- 
tion Comes—Closer Re- 
lations Predicted. 


Vienna, February 12.—Francis Kos- 
Suth, the leader of the independence par- 
ty in the Hungarian parliament, was re- 
ceived this morning by the emperor- 
king and discussed the political situation 
and cabinet crisis in Hungary arising 
from the sweeping victory at the polls 
in Hungary on January 26, which has 
resulted in the united opposition parties 
being placed in control of the lower 
house of the Hungarian parliament. 

Herr Kossuth has declared that it is 
impossible now to govern Hungary with- 
out the help of this united party or 
against its wishes. Herr Kossuth was 
with his majesty nearly an hour, and 
was treated with great distinction. He 
expressed fully his views and his par- 
ty’s. The emperor listened attentively, 
but did not make any reply affecting the 
situation. 

If Kossuth stands fast for his party’s 
programme his position is a strong one, 
and it is believed that he will do so. 

Loyalty to mMapsburg. 

Herr Kossuth declared that he came 
to Vienna to convince the emperor that 
no party exists in Hungary desiring to 
separate the interests of Hungary from 


| those of the house of Hapsburg; and that 
‘Hungary would become the 


strongest 


prop of the dynasty if it were permit- 


ted to have free and untrammeled de- 
velopment. 

Kossuth’s interview with the emperor 
is regarded as a historical event, be- 
cause it is believed it will actually lead 
to closer relations between the house of 


Hapsburg and those Hungarians who 


‘have been opposed to the existing double 


form of government. 

The prospects of tne successful develop- 
ment of the independence party’s pro- 
gramme are now brighter than they have 
been for thirty years past, and it is 
hoped that the near future may see the 
establishment of a system of internation- 
al life between Austria and Hungary 
which ultimately will lead to rélations 
similar to those existing between Nor- 
way and Sweden In substance, 
dependence party’s programme is the 
complete indepndeace of Hungary from 
Austria as a nation, but Hungary’s con- 
tinuance under the personal sovereignty 
of the head of the house of Hapsburg and 
mutual protective unity between the two 
nations.

HERE are nine national] holidays in 
Japan, three of which stand out as 


43 conspicuous and important ones, 
namely, January |, New Year; February 
11, constitutional] day; November 3, em- 
peror’s birthday. These three are made 
much of and are celebrated in many in- 
teresting ways. New Year, of course, has 
no special] national significance like the 
other two, and the importance of Novem- 
ber 3 will be lost when the present em- 
peror dies. 
February !! is and will grow more and 
more to be the great national holiday or 
Japan, her Fourth of July. They call it 
“kigen sestu,’’ and it represents to thenr 
two great epochs in their history, the 
founding or beginning of the empire 660 
years before our Christian era, and the 
establishment of a constitutional govern- 
ment in 1889 A. D. 

According to Japanese annals it was 
on February I!, 660 B. C. that their first 
emperor, Jimmu Tenno, coming up from 
Kinsiu islaud to the province of Yamzio, 
near the present great city of Osaka, 
conquered the Abrodgines and set up a 
throne and formed the “([first Japa- 
nese government. This first emperor 
was a direct descendant of the gods, the 
chief of whom was Amaterasu, the sun 
goddess, So the Japanese today claim 
that their. emperor is a descendant-in an 
unbroken line from the great Amaterasu, 
whose visible representation on earth is 
a round metal mirror, one of which may 
be seen in every prominent Shinto tem- 
ple in the country. “Shinto’’ means ‘“‘the 
way of the goda’’ and is the indigenous 
religion of Japan, Buddhism and others 
being later importations. The revival of 
Shinto during the past century was one 
of the chief causes of the overthrow of 
the feudal Shogun’s government and set- 
ting up of the Teushi Sama, or emperor, 
as the rightful ruler with the subsequent 
disestablishment of Buddhism as the 
state religion. With this revolution of 
1868 there was started a renewed study 
of Japanese ancient history, mythology 
and national custcems, The 
and continuity of Japanese history from 
the time of Jimmu Tenno, the first em- 
peror, is not accepted by critical Euro- 
pean scholars, but among their own peo-

2,000,000 tons in 1905. While the dis- 
covery of the vast Lake Superior iron- 
ore deposits has given advantages to 
northern iron centers they did not pos- 
sess when Colonel McClure wrote, yet the 
south has clearly fulfilled the early pro- 
phecies that were made, {tn that she to- 
day fixes the price for every ton of pig- 
iron sold in the United States, and has 
as well entered on a career of basic steel 
manufacture which opens a vista of in- 
dustrial development the end of which no 
Man can see. 

There can be no doubt that this 
prophecy is rapidly approaching its 
fulfillment, even to that broader ex- 


tent not entertained by Colonel Me: 
Clure, Realizing the incomparable ad- 
vantages offered by the co-ordinate 
presence of all the ingredients used in 
the manufacture of articles composed 
of iron and steel, their accessibility 
and apparently limitless extent, it is 
no wonder that those influences which 
dominate the iron and steel industries 
of the United States should wish t» 
protect their own interests by develop- 
ing these latent possibilities. 

'It is rather a far cry, of course, to 
the day when Alabama shall absolute- 
ly: dominate all branches of the iron 
and steel] industry. Those, however, 
who have followed with amazement 
the phenomenal evolution of this in- 
dustry in Alabama to the present sta- 
tus, are prepared for a breadth of ul- 
timate development difficult of com- 
prehension by the less initiated ele- 
ment.

Tightening the Cordon. 

The legal obstructions with which 
the recreant Greene and Gaynor have 
long combatted their return for trial 
to the United States have been large- 
ly removed by a recent decision of 
the English privy council, and it now 
seems extremely probable that these 
elusive refugees from justice will 
shortly be brought to book for crimes 
committed against the federal govern- 
ment in Georgia. 

The privy council, which is the 
British equivalent of our supreme 
court, holds that Justice Caron, of 
Quebec, acted illegally in releasing the 
two fugitives on obviously slim 
grounds. Counsel for Greene and 
Gaynor secured their freedom on two 
counts. They alleged that an extra- 
dition warrant issued in Montreal, as 
had been the one for their arrest, was 
not valid in the province of Quebec 
and that, moreover, the offense with 
which they were charged was not pro- 
vided for in the extradition treaties. 
Caron, before whom the cases were 
tried, arbitrarily upheld both conten- 
tions, liberating the prisoners on a 
habeas corpus and giving them the 
freedom of the province of Quebec, 
pending the final adjudication of the 
issues by the privy council. 

Some misgiving was expressed by 
American lawyers as to the action of 
this latter body. Precedent was by 
no means clear and in previous ap- 
peals involving very similar points 
verdicts paralleling the Caron decision 
had been sustained. While details aie 
not available, i¢ appears that the 
privy council has reversed both find- 
ings of the Quebec tribunal, in addi- 
tion to administering a severe repri- 
mand for its summary and unjustifia- 
ble action. 

American secret service officials 
have, meanwhile, been shadowing the 
fugitives. It is expected that the next 
procedure will be their re-arrest, as 
soon as the papers in the case arrive, 
and a trial to determine whether or 
not they can be extradited under ex- 
isting conventions. On this behalf, 
the American authorities are very con- 
fident, freely predicting that unless 
contingency arises 
these muchly wanted gentlemen will 
shortly be on their way to this state 
to answer for their share in the Ober- 
lin Carter conspiracy.

Not satisfied with this suc- 
cess, he has been the means of skil- 
fully disclosing the cunning manner in 
which the stolen government property 
has been cached and of recovering 2 
large portion of it through confisca- 
tion. Litigation is still in process 
over the remainder.

The “Uniform Protection’? Farce. 

Attorney General Moody has just 
delivered an opinion which betrays 
with startling force the most iniqui- 
tous phase of the republican tariff ma. 
chinery—the fact that, in spite of pre- 
tenses to the contrary, it grossly dis- 
criminates in its bénefits. This lates* 
construction of that one of the tariff 
laws relating to rebates demonstrates, 
indeed, that the republican pretense of 
uniform protection is a dangrous 
farce. 

The opinion was handed down, spe- 
cifically, on the question of export 
flour drawbacks. Secretary Shaw held 
that where export flour was an amal- 
gamation of domestic and foreign 
wheat, the manufacturers should be 
reimbursed 99 per cent of what they 
had paid for the latter. He had been 
estopped in the pursuit of this policy 
by former inimical decisions, among 
them that of Attorney General Olney, 


one another while their brothers are 
fighting in the East, and the emperor and 
empress are endeavoring to alleviate the 
sufferings of the wounded.

Property as the Negros Cure-All. 

For some time it has seemed to us 
that Booker Washington unduly 
magnifies and accentuates the im- 
portance of material success and 
thrift as the solution of what the 
negro regards as his race problem. 
It is probably true that the negro, be- 
ing so rudimenta] in his mental and 
moral make-up, is essentially a creat- 
ure of the objective and can only be 
strongly appealed to by such an ob- 
ject lesson, but the prosperity that 
usually results from hard work intel- 
ligently prosecuted, economy, self-de- 
nial and the other thrifty virtues, 
can never prove the open sesame to 
forbidden things in race relationships, 
and the president of Tuskegee, by 
scarcely covert inference, is always 


to tne effect that inasmuch as the 
proportion of foreign wheat in export 
flour was not provable by the human 
or chemical analysis the rebate 
could not be allowed. Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody overrules this decision, 
holding that physical determination of 
the quantity of foreign wheat in ex- 
port flour is not a fair basis, but that 
if its proportion can be determined to 
the satisfaction of the treasury offi- 
cials,. “by books, accounts” or other 
measures kept by the importers, the 
drawback will be conceded. 

In other words, it is up to the ex- 
porter-manufacturer to prove by cus- 
toms receipts, affidavits, etc., the 
amount of foreign wheat mixed with 
the American product in the exported 
article. 

The decision will have the effect of 
giving the hard wheat used in export 
flour, about one-third of the total 
quantity, to the Minneapolis millers 
for about 20 cents per bushel less 
than they are paying now, since under 
the new construction they will be en- 
abled to import Canadian hard wheat 
duty free to take the place of the 
American product of that variety. 
Thousands of farmers and many west- 
ern legislatures have entered a pro- 
test against this interpretation, assert- 
ing that the only class favored is the 
manufacturer in the export trade and 
that it is the sort of “protection” 
Which protects one class at the ex- 
pense of another. They do not relish 
seeing their hard wheat left on their 
hands while that from across the bor- 
der enables the manufacturer to build 
up a business in some foreign land. 

Their plaint has been met with the 
soothing information that within a 
short time this policy will have built 
up an immense foreign trade, which 
will more than compensate for the 
present loss by the increased demand 
for the domestic ingredient. They are 
told that patriotism and the ambition 
to see the United States a great world 
power should overcome their objec- 
tions on petty personal grounds. Ap- 
parently, however, they are not be- 
ing comforted by such exalted doc- 
trine. 

The most significant feature of the 
decision is that it will affect every 
industry in the United States. Shoe, 
furniture, machinery, clothing and 
foodstuffs manufacturers can, if so 
disposed, import nine-tenths of the 


export, to the almost total exclusion 
of the local product. Secretary Shaw 
has even been quoted as favoring the 
free admission of coal, if its use in 
driving the engines of factories man.- 
ufacturing export goods can be 
proven. 

Briefly expressed, this Moody inter- 
pretation of the tariff rebates seems 
to mean that an opportunity is to be 
given the manufacturers of this coun- 
try to reap countless shekels in a big 
foreign trade, while the producers of 
many kinds of raw material in the 
Unitéd States will play a merely per- 


nominal supply of the domestic ma- 
terial sufficient to legally qualify 
the goods for export purposes, 
If there are any of the beauties of 


appealing to this false hope dor- 
mant in the breast of his race. If 
this is denied, it cannot be deniea 
that the whole tendency of his oft- 
iterated counsel is to make the negro 
a very modern materialist, with what 
that morally implies. 

By way of illustration, take Wash 
ington’s address before the American 
Academy of Political and Social 


Science, in Philadelphia, Saturday, He 
said: 

Say or think what we will, it is the 
tangible or visble element that is golng 
to tell largely during the next twenty 
years in the solution of the race problem. 
Every white man wl respect the negro 
who owns a two-story brick business 
block in the center of town 4nd has 
$5,000 in the bank. When a black man 
is the largest taxpayer and owns and 
cultivates the most successful] farm in 
his county his white neighbors will not 
object very long to his voting and to 
having his vote honestly counted. The 
black man who is the largest contractor 
in his town and lives in a two-story 
brick house is not likely to be lynch, 

The ownership and occupancy of a 
two-story brick house is no safeguard 
to any negro, north or south, against 
being lynched. The basis of good 
citizenship, and through good citizen- 
ship immunity from trouble at the 
hands of one’s fellow-men or the law, 
is morality. The worldly goods pos- 
sessed by a negro do not enter into 
the equation at all. If he is off color 
morally, the heightened insolence 
of property holding is more apt to in- 
crease his lability to get in trouble 
than to screen him from the retri- 
bution of his misdeeds. 

There is that in negro character 
and temperament which lends small 
cnucouragement to a theory of social 
evolution based on the selfishness of 
acquisitiveness. That theory, practi- 
cally and generally applied, is more 
apt to aggravate the inter-racial fric- 
tion than to allay it. The ownership 
of a two-story brick business block in 
the center of town and a $5,000 
bank account by a negro will not 
command white respect for the owner 
if he is not all that a negro should 
be in other respects. The mere pos- 
session of property will never invest 
w negro with a respect that he can- 
not inspire without the simple vir- 
tues that inspire respect in the poor- 
est and humblest of his race. Nor is 
rroperty going to erase @ single leop- 
ard’s spot. 

Of course, we do not mean to im- 
ply that Booker Washington does 
not teach religion, morality and all 
the essential virtues as a part of his 
commercial scheme of negro. uplift- 
ment. He is too much inclined to 
slress material thrift as the prerequi- 
site of his race’s advancement, 
which, in our opinion, is as apt to 
throw the negro off his moral equilib- 
rium as the tendency of the opposite 
advanced school of book education is 
to contribute to the same disaster. 

It is true, however, that the negro 
who acquires property and becomes a 
factor in the material thrift of his 
community can only, asa genera! 
proposition, attain to such independ- 
ence and respectability through the 
exercise of his moral qualities. The 
possession of property must imply 
good qualities in the negro’s case, and 
having those qualities, he will be ac- 
corded fair treatment at the hands 
of his white neighbors and the respect 
that is due his good character. 

Washington means al] this, asa 
matter of course. We would like to 
see him stress the moral prerequisites

THEREFORE LANDS JOB 


‘‘Al” Lewis Turns a Trick for the Good ‘‘Bad Man” 
of the Red Santa Fe Trail---Masterson 
Has Filled Many Coffins. 


Washington, February 12.—(Special.)— 
The appointment of William Barclay 
Masterson as deputy United States mar- 
shal in that wild frontier town known 
as New York city, shows, among other 
things, the fondness of Theodore Roose- 
velt for that class of men, who, to use 
Mr. Roosevelt’s own language, are ‘‘mid- 
dling handy with their guns.” It also 
shows the influence of certain literary 
gentlemen who have been roped by Mr. 
Roosevelt and everlastingly branded with 
those potent letters, “T. R.’’ 

Mr. Masterson is better known in Tex- 
as and the southwest generally as ‘“‘Bat,’’ 
his midde and somewhat aristocratic 
cognomen having been shortened into 
that appellation in the days long gone 
by, when even the fight at the dobe walls 
was a thing of the future. His exploits 
are too well known tO require any men- 
tion here, but for the benefit of a possi- 
ible one or two to whom the history of 
the southwest is a closed book it may 
be briefly stated that Bat Masterson 
reigned as marshia] at Dodge City, Kans., 
in the time when the westward pushing 
Santa Fe railroad, following more or 
less closely the line of the cold Santa Fe 
trail, took with it into the Sunflower 
State as tough a population as ever 
cursed a frontier. 

Drove Out the Killers. 

Things changed after Masterson was 
installed. A goodly number of “bad men’”’ 
and ‘‘killers’’ left town. Many of them 
left in what the denfsons of Dodge were 
wont to call wooden overcoats, i. e., 
coffins, Masterson never hesitated to 
shoot and shoot to kill, when necessary, 
but it is not on record that he ever 
picked a quarrel or drew his gun except 
in self-defense or the irfterests of law 
or order. Thére might be excepted the 
time when he wiped off the face of this 
earth the gang of toughs who killed his 
brother, but even his @everest critic must 
admit that extenuating circumstances 
surrounded that event. 

All this 1s written, not with a view to 
defending Mr. Masterson, whose record 
speaks pretty well for his ability to de- 
fend himself, but for the simple pur- 
pose of trying to keep the record straight. 
There has been ‘all sorts of criticism of 
President Roosevelt for ‘bringing about 
the appointment of the ex-marsha] of 
Dodge, and much of it is undoubtedly 
wel] founded. It ts difficult to see how 
the public service in the metropolis of 
the country oan be advanced by the 
presence of men whose chief recom- 
mendation is their ability to shoot quick 
and straight, but so far as Mr. Master- 
son ig concerned his more recent record 
is more against him than anything he 
ever did when he was so prominent on 
the frontier. 

For he, be it known, like other men 
the president has appointed to office,

Declarations that 
Masterson ever conducted anything but 
a “square” game have not been num- 
erous, although on one oceaston, ac- 
coming to statements made here, he 
Was once arrested on a charge of man- 
ipulations which caused a certain high 
roller to become separated from a large 
section of his roll. Mr. Masterson was 
released, however. 
Bat a Carpetbagger. 

Masterson has been living in New 
York for some time past, although at 
the time he received news of his ap- 
pointment, he was at Hot Springs with 
his wife, who was ill He is known as 
a quiet, peaceable man, ever indis- 
posed to talk about the things he did 
in the days when he was the terror of 
evil-doers at Dodge, and always. refrain- 
ing from either words or deeds which 
vould give warrant for his being called 
“bad.”’ 

Two things combined to bring about 
the appointment as deputy marshal. 
One was the esteem in which he was 
personally held by the president, on ace 
count of hig fearlessness and his ef- 
fectiveness as a tamér of wild men, and 
the other was the close relations ex- 
isting between him and Alfred Henry 
Lewis, the well known writer of books, 
and magazine articles. Mr. Masterson 
has been worth many a dollar to MF. 
Lewis, for to that virile writer, more 
than to any other person, perhaps, the 
ex-marshal of Dodge confided the facts 
concerning the little affairg that added 
spice and variety to life in the little 
Kansas town in the days when its float- 
ing population exceeded the number of 
its regular inhabitants by many hun- 
dreds. These facts, mixed with some 
fiction when necessary, ‘‘Al’ Lewis has 
woven into many stories in the way that 
only he can weave. The last of these, 
wherein the “Deep Strategy of Mr. 
Mastersgn’” was told of, appeared in a 
popular publication not long ago, and 
told just how the quiet Bat left the 
peaceful pursuit of buffalo hunting to 
become the chief law officer of Dodge. 

The Influence of the Author. 

Doubtless there are many more to 
come, but whether there are or not, Mr. 
Lewis is very much in Masterson’s debt 
in the matter of material. Mr. Lewis, 
since the last campaign, when he wrote 
much and often in favor of Mr. Roose- 
velt, has been exceedingly persona 
grata at the white house, and it is not 
to be doubted that whenever the op- 
portunity presented he said a_ good 
word or two for his friend, the hero 
of the ’dobe walls. 

The presumption is that as long as 
Mr. Masterson “gives every man a 
square deal’’ he will continue to hold 
his new job. This statement is sus- 


ceptible of more than one construction, 
but only one meaning is intended.

save those most vitally concerned. 
When Greene, John F. Gaynor and his 
two brothers were arraigned before Judge 
Speer, three or four years ago, they nan 
a great array of counsel here to fight 
the case, determined to contest it even 
more fiercely than they had the proceed- 
ings brought before the United States 
commissioner in New York to force 
their removal from that jurisdiction to 
Savanwah, where they hag to answer 
to the indictments returned against them 
for the $2,000,000 robberies pulled off 
with Captain Oberlin M. Carter on gov- | 
ernment contracts, principally in this 
harbor, that were only partially carried 
out. A centinuance was granted, and 
Greene and the Gaynors went back to 
New York, under $40,000 bond each, in 
the case of Greene and John F. Gaynor, 
who were regarded as the chief of- 
fenders.

Panes a geeatnted day came the aus- 
ust court was at hand, ang formally tne 
tribunal of justice was opened for the 
great business in which the entire coun- 
try was interested. All was ready for 
the trial of Greene and the Gaynors, that 
is, all save the chief, accused. 


Did Not Appear. 

Greene and the eldest Gaynor were 
not at hand. Where were they? Ed 
and Will Gaynor did not know. Neither 
did any qne else. New York was asked, 
Yes, they had been there, put hag left- 
presumably for Savannah. Weren't 
they here? 

Great surprise in the metropolis, and 
a hustle and scurry on the. part of the 
great newspapers to ascertain the where- 
abouts of the men upon whom the eyes 
of the country had been fastened up 
to a day or so before, when the gazc 
was ghifted at the Jersey City station, 
where it was supposed that Greene and 
his associate had taken a train for Sa- 
vannah! 

After two or three days the discovery 
was made. The pair had gone to Cai- 
ada. ‘“Basy,” everybody sald. “They 
ean be haq back without any trouble. 
We have an.extradition treaty with Can- 
ada, and all we will have to do will be 
to send officers after them.” 

With the news that Greene and his col- 
league were in Quebec, Judge Speer and 
the court officials recognized that they 
might as well suspend the sitting until 
Buch time in the dim future as the run- 
away defendants might be brought be- 
fore the bar. Nothing remained, there- 
fcre. save to declare the $40,000 bond 
of each man forfeited, continue the case 
acainst Ed and Will Gaynor, and hope 
that finally the fugitives migut be 
brought back. 

That was the practical abandonment of 
the case against the younger Gaynors, it 
vas said. It was tacitly understood that 
they were not the guilty ones. They had 
worked in subordinate positions, Greene 
and Gaynor, Sr., being the chiefs in the 
enterprise that cost the government 80 
handsomely. 

Decision Rmmews Hope.

They have talked about , 
a transfer of their case to some other | 
jurisdiction, but that talk has been gen- | 
erally regarded as nothing but a bluff | 
on their part and but a cloak for their | 
real purpose in staying away, that of es- | 
caping trial, tt possible, anywhere. 

Attorneys for former Captain Carter, 
who has served his term in Leaver.worth | 
fo- participation in the alleged frauds, 
hope that Greene and Gaynor may be 

mueht to trial. The former captain is 
mot without friends in Savannah, who| 
hope, if only for his sake, that this may | 
be brought about. It is the view of: 
the attorneys that evidence will be 
Greught out during the trial of the con- 
tractors that will go to show that Carter 
was innocent of the charges upon which 
he was convicted by court martial and | 
sentenced to five years in prison. They 
even hope for his entire vindication by 
euch evidence and his reinstatement in

Bridges Smith, of Macon, thinks there 


are some Smiths who should be forced 
by law to change their name. One of 
these is W. Smith, late of Macon, but 
now of parts unknown. 

“Telamon C. C. Smith may not be 
able to change his name,” said the 
mayor this morning, “but W. Smith 
should be made to change his. He hasn’t 
the least regard for the feelings of the 
recorder’s court; I fined him $75 for con. 
tempt of court this morning when he 
didn’t show up. Then, he doesn’t seem 
so very fond of Macon; I think he found 
too many Smiths here, and thought he 
would have a better chance in some 


other city. You know, there are several 


hundred Smithg in Macon, not counting 
the little Smiths and the baby Smiths.” 

There is something of a mystery be- 
hind the charge of “suspect’’ written 
opposite the name of W. Smith on the 
police sergeant’s book.

Two or three of the trains were marked 
up one and two hours late, but this in- 
formation was reached in a very round- 
about way and was not given as offi- 
cial. 

In the waiting room were a few pas- 
sengers who were waiting for their trains 
ang had been for a long time. One of 
the difficulties of having no wires was 
the fact that these waiting passengers 
were afraid to leave the depot for fear 
that the train would come during their 
absence and leave them. There seemed 
to be nothing for it but to sit and wait, 
and one of the walters stated that ine 
was beginning to feel ag though he was 
camping out. Jt has been many years 
gince the presept discomforts were apart 
of travel and only those have taken 
trains who were absoluteiy compelled tv. 

One of the principa, topics of conver- 
sation of these passengers was Atlan- 
ta’s new depot and its promised comforts. 
Estimates were made as to the date 
of opening and in this connection all 
agreed that better weather would have 
to come to Atlanta to make possible the 
promised. moving into new quarters dur- 
ing the coming month. 

Railway officials were greatly disap- 
pointed over yesterday’s weather, for 
with sunshine they had hoped to have 
everything running in far better shape 
through connections secured py the open- 
ing of temporary wires for the receiving 
and sending of train dispatches. Sieet 
was reported as once more qamaging the 
wires to the north yesterday afternoon 
and last night and these reports caused 
the railroad men a great deal of anx- 


iety. 

Several freight trains outward bound 
left Atlanta yesterday, and a much Iar- 
ger number arrived tn Atlanta on their 
wav north.

railroad rate regulation at the last ses-! 
Slon of congress. These are men who. 
voted for the house bill, and would have! 
felt it necessary to vote for that meas-| 
ure had it been presented at an earlier 
Stage of the proceedings, but who feel 
that such action at such earlier stage 
would have meant their elimination from 
the political equation. | 

Had they been compelled to take a 
position on this railroad question in ad- 
vance of the nominating conventions of 
last year, one of two things would have 
happened: if they had voted against 
the bill they would have been branded 
as “railroad’’ men, and would have been 
in grave danger of defeat at the hands 
the anti-railroad elements: in their 
dtstricts; if, on the other hand, they 
had voted for the bill the powerful rail- 
road influences would quiet- 
ly, but none the less effectually, knifed 
them, thus providing retirement from 
public life by another route. 

To have been faced by such a dilemma 
would have been extremely embarrass- 
ing to quite a large number of repub- 
lican statesmen, among them some men 
very prominent in the house. They have 
not at all enjoyed having to face it at 
this session; but with the surety of 
two years ahead of them, they are hop- 
ing for the best. 


Rely Uron the Senate. 

It is of course known to all men that 
very many republicans would not have 
voted for the railroad. bill had they not 
been assured it has no chance of being 
enacted into law at this session. Under 
the spur of the sentiment stirred up by 
President Roosevelt's message, they 
have felt it necessary to line up tempo- 
arily on the popular side, feeling rea- 
Sonably sure that by the time another 
session rolls around there will be some 
change in the Situation to Play into 
their hands. Being essentially politi- 
cians, they look upon the present de- 
mand for rafiroad reform as nothing 
more substantial than a wave of senti- 
ment. This, they belleve, will either 
die out by the time the new congress 
assembles or will be squelched, so far as 
repulican action is concerned, by the 
“campaign of education” the big railfoad 
corporations are expected to make. 
This is the condition they have been 
picturing to the esteemed representa- 
tives of the big railroad systems of the 
north and west, who have been much in 
evidence about Washington this session. 
They have excused their votes in favor 
of the measure by pointing to what «..ey 
term the “political necessity’ of seem- 
ing to be with the president just at this 
time, and they have explained that as 
iue senate can be relied on to hold back 
any action at this session, there will be 
ample opportunity to shape things 
before another twelve-month 
around. 


Magnates Not Satisfied. 

All of which, I am reliably informed, 
does not at all satisfy many of these 
railroad magnates. These gentlemen 
have taken the position that instead of 
impelling action as it has been taken, the 
conditions were most favorable for oppo- 
sition to the president’s programme at 
tnis session, as members are not now 
in any danger at the hands of their con-

These railroad men have been hearing 
the rumblings of the !mpending storm for.

Suppose a given farmer has usually 
planted 100 acres in cotton and that the 
average yield without fertilizer has been 
about forty bales, which is about the 
general average. Will any one cialm 


~' that such a yield has cost less than 7 


cents per pound of lint? Will it cost 
him any less by simply reducing the 
area to 75 acres, and continuing to ab- 
stain from fertilizer, or apply only an 
insignificant amount per acre? Not 
much, if any, and if any less, it will be 
because he will be able to throw out 25 
acres of the most umproductive land.

CROPS IN A YOUNG ORCHARD. 

N. T. Spratt. Atlanta. Ga.—I thank you 
for your letter of the 27th, and will 
follow your advice, However, you did 
not make on point entirely clear to me. 
Will it injure my young orchard of 
pears, apples and peaches to sow the 
ground over broadcast with ordinary 
cowpeas? I don’t know whether you 
would consider them ‘“‘small grain’’ or 
not. 

Answer—You do not say whether your 
young orchard is 1, 2 or 3 years old. If 
it is an orchard just planted out this 
season, or to be planted out next month, 

I would not hesitate to sow it in cow- 
peas. I would take care to work around 
the trees, a circle of 4 or 5 feet. in 
diameter, and not allow any peas to 
grow there, not because the peas might 
injure the trees, but because you need 
to work the young trees, especially if 
they are only set out this season, No, 
cowpeas are not considered a small 
grain, and it is the best plant to put in 
an orchard. 

Any crop that is of slow growth and 
makes its principal draught on the soil 
in mid-summer and fall will do but little 
harm; but smali grain, such as wheat, 
oats, rye and barley, makes its draught 
on the soil just about the time the young 
trees are making their main growth, to- 
wit: April and May. The sweet potato 
is a very good crop for a young or- 
chard, allowing the young trees to 0oc- 
cupy one row entirely, and not have the 
next row on either side nearer than 4 
feet. I would not broadcast the cow- 
peas early in season; but would much 
prefer to put them in 3-foot rows, and 
cultivate them as a young orchard 
should be cultivated.
